Austria's Case Shows Reds Unfair 


Any who still harbor the hope you can deal with Russia 


on a fair footing might ponder the case of little Austria. 


The first victim of Hitler's mania, Austria was drawn 


into the German nation in 1938. When the Nazis were pushed 
back in 1945, Russia and Allied armies occupied the coun- 
try. It was quickly re-established as an independent nation. 


With the Soviet Union occupying the eastern sector and 


the Allies the west, four-power negotiations began on a peace 
treaty. Since Russia then was still the great wartime ally 
of the West — not a feared potential enemy — hopes ran high 
for an early settlement. 


More than five years have elapsed since the war ended 


in Austria. The other day the four powers held another 
meeting about the peace treaty. It was the 258th. It oc- 
complished nothing. If anything, the negotiators are today 
further apart than they were a year ago. 


Now, you can't explain away 258 fruitless meetings by 


saying simply that the Russians are a little more stubborn 
and mistrustful than most people. The truth is, they've ele- 
vated stubbornness into a tactical weapon of diplomacy. 


They don't want an. Austrian peace treaty — except on 


terms the west could never approve, terms that would re- 
duce Austria to complete satellite status. Failing that kind 
of control, which they knew we won't grant them, they want 
to keep troops stationed there on Germany's southern flank. 
A treaty would end the occupation. 


In opposing the Austrian settlement, the Soviet Union 


has resorted to a great assortment of devices. Her reasons 
at any particular moment do not matter. When the Rus- 
sians wish to oppose, they can easily equip themselves with a 
full set of reasons, plus documents to match. 


The history of these futile Austrian talks is a perfect ob- 


ject lesson in the worthlessness of sitting around the confer- 
ence table with the Russians. To them, the green baize cover i 
-"s only a battlefield of another sort. 


There is really no such thing as negotiating with the 


Kremlin. Only the blunt facts of power make any dent in 
tough Russian skulls. Confronted* with these, they will 
"deal," as they did in settling the Berlin blockade after we 
showed we could maintain the airlift indefinitely. 


Otherwise, you encounter nothing that corresponds to 


negotiation anywhere else in the world. You either give 
Russia what she wants, or call the whole thing off. And 
the minimum she asks is always and inevitably an impossi- 
ble sacrifice for you to make. Reasonable concession, com- 
promise, trade, these standard tactics of the council cham- 
ber she does not understand, except as tricks to gain ad-

vantage. 


When people want peace so badly, it's hard to convince 


them this is how the Russians are. Repeatedly the appeal 
is heard for "just dhe more try" at getting together. But 
maybe those 2o8 unproductive meetings on Austria provide 
the clincher that a lot of doubters seem to need. 


Russian Stockpile Is Tip-Off 


A dispatch from central Europe deserves thoughtful at- 


tention. It declares that Russia is building a sizable stock- 
pile of war material hi Bulgaria. 


Rumors along this line have been common for a long 


time, but this appears to be an authentic account- 


No one knows the real purpose of the stockpiling except 


the Russians themselves. It could be added material ^or Bul- 
garian forces poised on Tito's Yugoslav borders, though Bul- 
garia already has received considerable aid from Moscow. 
Arguing against this explanation is the fact that no Bul- 
garians are allowed anywhere in the stockpiling zones. 


The general conviction is Russia wants the material for 


her own forces, should the day come when she might either 
contribute to an assault on Tito, or push against Greece and 
Turkey. 


Reports like these—if substantiated—are the best gauge 


of Russian intentions.

JACOBY ON CANASTA 


When Should You Go Out? 


By OSWALD 4AOOBY 


Her* is the sort of question I 


often find in my nail: "I made a 
canasta and •went 
out without 


asking my partner's permission- 
He criticized my play. Was I 
right or wrong?" 


Unfortunately, there's no sure 


answer to such a question. The 
correctness of the play does r.ot 
depend on the single fact that the 
player was able to make a canas- 
ta as he melded out. 


For example, let's take an ex- 


treme case. Tour partner holds 
fifteen or twenty 
cards m his 


hand. It's a cinch that be can do 
something himself about complet- 
ing a. canasta or two. If you go 
cut before he has a chance to un- 
load, your play must surely cost 
your side points. 


Even if your partner has only a 


few cards in his hand, it may be 
most unwise to meld out. Sup- 
Dose that your side has a canasta, 
three stx-card melds, two five- 
card melds, and three 
smaller 


melds. Tour opponents have only 
three or four melds. Clearly, if 
the hand continues, your side will 
make several more canastas. Why 
sell out for only one? 


The correct play, when your 


future looks much brighter than 
that of the opponents, is to keep 
the hand alive. If possible, make 
the canasta without melding out. 


At worst, the opponents will go 


out first, in which you have given 
up a couple of hundred points. 
But if things go really well, you 
may gain a couple of thousand 
points by keeping the hand going. 


As we have just seen, the mere 


ability to complete a 
canasta 


doesn't automatically make it cor- 
rect for you to meld out on that 
turn. However, there are times 
when the ability to complete a 


canasta makes all the difference. 
In such situations, you go out; 
without asking permission if you 
are able to complete a canasta at 
that turn: but you ask permis- 
sion to go out if you are unable to 
complete a. canasta. 


For example, suppose each play- 


er is down to a few cards. Each 
side has a canasta and about the 
same number of additional melds. 
You have one six-card meld, while 
the opponents have no meld of . 
over four cards < except their ca- 
ll astai. 


In this situation, it is obvious 


that the opponents are playing for 
out and that they will go out be- 
fore anything very exciting hap- 
jpens. Therefore the best you can 
I expect is to make or.e rr.orc canas- 
•ta ai:d go out before they can 
beat you to it. If you can do both 
those thinss yourself, you should 
do so without askine any cues- | 
tions. 


Contrarivv^e. if you can go out 


but cannot complete the additional 
canasta, you should ask 
your 


partner's permission. The fact 
that you ask the question tells 
him that you car.not complete a 
canasta. Armed with that infor- 
mation, he can loos ever his cards 
and make a decision. 


If he wants to gamble for the 


extra canasta, ha will refuse per- 
mission: but if he has reason to 
be pessimistic about the future ot 
ithe hand, he will tell you to meld 
out at once.
